The tact of 


William McKinley was one of the dis 
tinguishing features 
of his whole 


public career, and it was as forceful in 
the White House as the Executive of 
the nation as it was in Congress as 
the Champion of Protection, in Ohio 
as the Republican leader, and in great 
national campaigns where he was the 
idol of the people. 


William McKinley was born on 


January 29, 1843, at Niles, Trumbull 
'ounty, Ohio, where his father was 
interested in one of the early iron 
furnaces of that section. His boyhood 
was spent among the laborers in that 
field and his natural education was 
along the lines of protection to Ameri 
can labor. 
He was educated in the 


common schools of his native village 
and at Poland Academy. In 1860, at 
the age of seventeen, he entered Al 
leghany College, but taken'sick early 
in the terjn, he returned home and 
that winter taught a country school. 
Just about the time his school closed 
Abraham Lincoln called for soldiers 
to defend the Union and the Hag. 
Ohio's response was a ready one. In 
June the 23rd regiment of Ohio volun 
teers was organized at Columbus, and 
in the ranks of Co. E. as a private 
soldier marched William McKinley. 
It was a stern school but the war 
taught him other lessons than those 
of marching and fighting. 
It taught 


him self reliance, quick perception and 
ready action in cases of emergency. 
The dead President said: "I was but 
a school boy when I went into the 
arrny and thattirst year was the forma- 
tive period of my life, during which I 
learned much of men and affairs." 


Step by step the young man won his 


way up until three months before he 
was mustered out he was made Major 
Oy brevet "for gallant and meritorious 
service at the battle of Opequan, Cedar 
Creek and Fisher Hill." 
That com- 


mission was signed "A. Lincoln. 


At the battle of Opequan, McKitiley, 


then a Captain, won the regard and re 
spect ot his superior officers. 
Thej 


Twenty-third Ohio took a conspicuous' 
jart in this battle and the brigade and 
division to which McKinley belonged 
made a most galletit charge across ;i 
iiorafcs.

"Did you know the full consequence

'•Did you know that if that order 


failed to bring Duval's division to the 
front the responsibility

'I knew that full well," replied the 


young Captain. 
"And for that 're- 


sponsibility I was liable to court-mar 
shal and even death. But I took the 
chance, believing it was the only way 
to save the day." 


The General looked at his youug 


staff officer a minute and then re 
plied: 


"And you did save the day." 
This readiness of William McKinley 


to 
accept 
responsibility 
and 
act 


promptly in an emergency has char- 
acterized his whole career as soldier, 
as statesman and as President of the 
United States. 


McKinley began his political career 


by becoming a candidate for prosecut 
ing attorney in Stark county in 1869. 
He was elected in a democratic county 
but was defeated for re-election two 
years later. 
In 1872 he took the stump 


for his party, and in 1876 he was nomi- 
nated as the Republican candidate for 


ongress. For fourteen years he rep 


resented the district of which Stark 
county was a part—not the same dis 
trict, for the Ohio Democrats did nut 
relish the part he was playing in Con 
gress and "gerrymandered" him three 
times. In 1878 they so changed the 
district as to give it a Democratic 
majority of 1800, but McKinley carried 
t by a majority of 1300. 
In 1884 they 


again changed the district so as to 


ive it a Democratic majority of 1500 
ant McKinley's popularity 
changed 


that to a Republican majority of 1.S30. 
Finally in 18'JO, the year he had placed 
upon the statute books of the nation 
the famous McKinley 
bill, partisan 


intolerance had its most inquituous 
[expression.

William McKinley's record in Con- 


gress is a part of the most important 


y of the country. He* was aettvri 


and prominent from the time he enter- 
ed the 
House 
of 
Representatives 


When James A. Garfieldjbecame Presi- 
dent, Major McKinley took his place 
on the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House. 
He served there for four- 


teen years and in that time he devoted 
[his attention veryjlargely to the tariff 


uestion. He took part in many prom- 


inent debates on various questions 
but he made the tariff his especial 
study. 


When the Fifty-first Congress met, 


Major McKinley was a candidate for 
Speaker but was -defeated by Thomas 
B. Reed, and speaker Reed selected 
McKinley for Chairman of the Com 
mittee on Ways and Means. 
This 


was the natural result of the great 
campaign which had again placed the 
Republican party 
in power in all 


branches of the government. McKin- 
Jey, 
as Chairman of the Committee 


that formulated athejRepublican plat- 
form in 1888, became the Chairman 
of the great Committee in Congress 
that must carry out the pledges of 
that platform. 
He drafted the tarift 


bill with 
which his name became 


identified. Possibly MO measure passed 
by Congress has been the subject of 
so much discussion and so widely 
varying opinions as has the McKinley 
tariff bill. 
Its friends have snug its 


praises and its enemies have been loud 
in their denunciation. 
Before it got 


into practical operation the overwhelm 
ing Democratic victories in 1890 tlirew 
uncertainty over the result 
of th 


Presidential contest of 1892, and the 
business interests of the country took 
alarm. Major McKiuley was defeated 
in that year of lt«i) and with him 
enough Republicans went to defeat to 
give the Democrats an overwhelming 
majority in Congress. Thousands ol 
Republicans all over the country be- 
came timid and looked upon the Mc- 
Kinley tariff bill as the cause of the 
downfall of the 
Republican party 


But the courage and the faith of its 
author rose 
above all the doubts 


and discouragements of the time. He 
said, "my friends, be firm. 
This is 


only a cross current; the tide of truth 
flows surely on beueuth.'" 


The history written in the last nint 


years demonstrated the correctness of 
Major McKinley's view. 


The deceased Statesman had severa 


times had the tempting offer of the 
Presidency dangled before his eyes by 
us admiring friends. 
In 1884 as a 


flelegate-at-large from Ohio to the 
Republican National Convention he 
supported James G: Blaine for Presi- 
3entj He was again a^ delegate-at- 
arga in 1888, this time advocating the 
nomfiiation of Jbfm Sheraia'h. It was 


long and exciting-contest. The con- 


vention was in i ession for more than 
a. week. Mr. Blaine, then in Europe, 
was ardently supported by many, de- 
spite his letter declining to be a can- 
didate. There grew up a strong feei- 
ng for McKinley. Many of the lead- 
ers favored his nomination as the best 
solution of the difficulty. 
On Satur- 


day, June 22, every Republican mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives 
then in Washington, joined in a tele- 
gram to Chicago saying that the best 
nterests of the party demanded the 
nomination of Major McKinley. That 
same day during the balloting, Con- 
necticut cast a vote for McKinley. He 
rose in the midst of the roll call and 
said Ohio had sent him there to support 
John Sherman, and his heart and 
judgment accorded with his instruc- 
tions. He could not remain silent with 
lonor nor consistant with the credit 
of Ohio, honorable fidelity to John 
Sherman or with his own views of 
.ntegrity "consent or seem to consent 
:o be a candidate." "I would not re- 
spect myself," said he, "if I could find 
t in my heart to do or to say, or per- 
nit it to bt done, that which would 
even be ground for anyone to uuspect 
:hat I wavered in my loyalty to Ohio, 
>r my devotion to 
the chief of her 


choicejand the chief of mine. I do not 
request, I demand that no delegate 
who would not cast a reflection upon 
me, shall cast a ballot for me." Major 
McKinley remained steadfast to his 
aosition, and 
when 
iilaiue's letter 


came reiterating his refusal to be a 
candidate, the 
nomination 
went to 


Uenjamin Harrison and was ratified 
jy his election in the fall. 
It is not a 


rash statement to say that his fidelity 
ost him the Presidency in 1888. 
Hut 


t increased the 
confidence of the 


jeople in his honor and faithfulness to 
iis tr-.ist. 


Four years later when the Minnea- 


polis convention met, this beloved 
eader was unanimously chosen its 
permanent chairman. 
When it be- 


came evident that lilainc could not 
defeat President Harrison's re no ini- 
tiation, many of his friends again 
turned toward McKinU'V. There was 
great excitement when the convention 
began to ballot. 
Major 
McKinley 


was in the chair and announced that

If re- 
moved equally far away, our suu would 
be only one-thlrty-scventh as bright as 
Zeta Gemlnorum when at Its maximum 
brightness, and Miss Clerke computes 
the gravitative power of the star at 
2^3 times that of the sun.
